Catherine sang Erda and Waltraute in Valencia and Florence with Zubin Mehta and 
appeared at the Lyric Opera of Chicago as Sosostris in The Midsummer Marriage. She made 
her debut for the Teatro alia Scala as Mrs Sedley in Peter Grimes, and for the Metropolitan 
Opera as Adelaide in Arabella. She is a regular guest of the English National Opera, the Royal 
Opera House, Covent Garden and the Bavarian State Opera, Munich, and has also worked 
with the Scottish Opera, the Welsh National Opera, Opera North, the Salzburg Festival, the 
Netherlands Opera and the Bordeaux Opera. 

Upcoming concert engagements include the Toronto Symphony Orchestra with Peter 
Oundjian and the Melbourne Symphony Orchestra with Sir Andrew Davis. Catherine returns 
to the Royal Opera House, Covent Garden to sing her first Mary in Der Fliegende Hollander, 
and makes her debut for the Glyndebourne Festival with Rape of Lucretia.
